The commission appointed to locate 
thaiSaiV' Normal school In Eastern K;n 
tuc^ Is under obllgniion tu ihe peo- 
p^ to place 4hls •chool at^that point 
in Jthe terMtory»> It i»fa Mrm 
where It will beneflt the largMt num- 
ber. A ruler, placed on the map of 
Kentucky witli on- end at the oiilo 
river on the boundry line tjetyeen Ma- 
son and Lewis counties and the oth- 
er end at the 'VIrglna b9^B^Bry line 
between Harlan and Letch»r counties, 
win cut off fifteen counties of Eastern 
Kentucky which must be served by 
llie new school.

Thara 
is no other section of Kentucky, 
embracing a similar area, that haa 
taught its children undar aueh dif • 
ficultes as these coundet. It ia 
probable that the standard of ed- 
ucation it these oeunties is the 
lowest, en tha whale, of any sec- 
tion of the state. These facts will 
indicate to the careful observer, 
that the new Normal school must

F^^- 
thWwiera, it will be loMted.Tn 
tawh that can be reacha4i'4vily 'by 
one main line of railroad. Tha 
studartta from ths counties of Law 
ia and QrMnup, lying along tha 
Ohio rfvaf, would have to go to 
Riverten or Ashlsnd and than go 
over the Lexington diviaion of tha 
C. A O. to Morehead. 
There are nine counties In lha Haa- 
dy Valley that would have to go fo 
Ashland and then over the Lexington 
division to Morehead. From Jenkins, 
in Letcher county, to Morehead Is ap- 
proximately too milea therefore the 
item of railroad expense to the stu- 
dents would amount to a ronslder.il-li 
sum. The locati(»n of th*- .N'ormi^ 
scbuul In the Sandy Valley wniiM I' liil 
to equalize this e.\i)ense to the stn- 
Jents attending the sihool If ili^ 
school Is placed at .Morehead it will 
become easily accessible to the moun- 
tain counties of Elliott. .Morgan, Car- 
;.r .iTid H iyd. If It Is placed in the 
lllg .Sandy Valley It la made easily ac- 
cessible to all the mountain countes 
of the teirrltory outlined In this ar- 
(Q counties lying 
ilong the Ohio river. This fact Is 
•nough to convince the imiwrtlal ob- 
server that the Sandy Valley Is the 
place for the school. 

Tha school should be located in 
a section of this territory that 
gives promise of future growth. 
The location of Morahaad and tha 
natural raaoureoa of tha surround- 
ing country give little promise of 
much future growth. On the other 
hand, there is not a town in the 
Big Sandy Valley that doaa not 
give great promiaa of future 
growth. In fact, tha development 
of the resources of the Big Sandy 
Valley is just beginning. The coal, 
gas, oil and timber of the Sandy 
Valley are unequalled in quantity 
and quality in qny other saetien of 
Amarica. Capital and labor aro 
going into this saetiois avary year 
in large quantitiaa far tha develop - 
ment of thsaa wonderful natural 
raaoureas. This means a constant- 
ly increasing population and an 
increase of wealth to the state. 
With the increase of population 
and the growth in wealth, the ed- 
ucation of thess people muat not 
be negleoted. Tha Normal achool 
in this section will do much to 
promote the progress of education. 
Along with these material things, 
the Sandy Valley, by the right of Ita 
large population of fine, stalwart peo- 
ple, and of its wealtft entitled to 
a state institution. Padueah,\Hopklns- 
vllle, Eddyvllle and Bottling' Oreen In 
the western part of the state and 
Louisville, Lexington, Frankfort.Dan- 
vllle anil Rlchmiirul In Ih*- centra! part 
tn the state, enjoy tile ben^lt.>^ il«Tlved 
from the state lnstltuU<M^ located In 
th^m. The new normaTtthool, which 
is planned for Eastern Kentucky, 
should be located farther from l^vx- 
Ington than Morehead. .to be known as 
an Eastern Kentucky Institution. By 
placing this Institution' In tha Big 
Handy Valley. It will be known, loved 
and hiiiiiired by the people of Eastern 
Kemui-ky in the same manner as the 
institutions of the middle and western 
seotlona of the state are loved and 
honored by those people. 

The oommission will select tha 
site for thia normal achool within 
tha next faw waaks. Tha main 
facta, aatting forth tha raaaona 
why thia school should be locatsd 
in Eastern Kentucky hsve bean 
painted out. It is the duty of ev- 
ery loyal citizen of the Sandy Val- 
ley to use hie influence in con- 
vinoing the commission that these 
facta, and others that maylM ad- 
dad, are good and legitimata rca* 
sons why ths new normal soheol 
should eowa to tha .Sandy ragion.
